a common weale. The firſt of theſe hartened or emboldned 
me againſt thofe perfwafions of mine one vnwoorthineſſe: 
which (vndoubtedly) had put me to vtter ſilence, had I not 
been ſuſtained both with the comfortable remembraunce of 
your highneſſe clemencie, and withall conſidered, that no gift 
may lightly be more acceptably preſented to the head, than 
that, which holy tendeth to the preſeruatiõ of the reſt of the 
body. Of which ſort, when I confidered this hiftorie of Plants 
to be.

The ſecond 
pricketh me continually forward with this or thelike perfwa- 
fion : That as a thankful hart towards a naturall mother can 
not be better teftified , than by loue fhewed and practiſed 
towards hir deere children: nor a more acceptable fruitful- 
nes be required of any one branch, than that which may re- 
dound to the ornament of the whole ftocke : ſo I in no wife 
fhould be more able to fhew my thankfull minde towards 
your Highnes (the moft Jouing and tender mother of this 
common weale) than in publifhing this hiftory to the benefit 
of your moſt louing ſubiects, as being the beſt token of loue & 
diligence that I am at this time able to thew vntoeither. And 
(doubtles)ifmy skilin the tranflation were anfwerable to the 
woorthines either of the hiſtorie it ſelf, or of the authors ther- 
of, I doubt not, but I ſhould be thought to haue honored your 
maieſtie with an acceptable preſent. As touching the woorthi-

4 fope that {pringeth out of the wall, is therefore in the ſacred 


Bible highlie dignified and renowmed. I will fay nothing of 
Mithridates,Lyfimachus,Gentius,eArtemifia,and ſuch noble and 
mightie Princes, whofe delight and liking towards this know- 


ledge of the nature of Plants was fuch, that as by their dili- 


gent inquifition they wittily found out the vſe of manie of 
them: fo, hauing found the fame,they diſdained not to deno- 
minate and impart thereto their owne names, which euen to 
this day manie of them do ſtill retaine. But arguments to this 
purpoſe, are before your moſt excellent Maieſtie needleſſe to 
be alledged: as well bicauſe your Highnes is daily conuerſant 
in the moſt cleere light of all both diuine and humane know- 
ledge, whereby you farre more eafily fee the whole compaſſe, 
than men of meane eſtate are able to conceiue a part: as alſo 
for that the profeſſors of this facultie be with your Highnes 
had in ſuch price and eſtimation, that they are not onelie by 
your Maieſtie and your moſt noble Progenitors, with ſundrie 
priuileges and liberties endowed, with manie and great ſti- 
pends & penſions in your Graces Vniuerſities and Schooles 
foftered and maintained: but alſo as they {hall be founde to 
haue laudably profited therein, ſo are they aduanced and cal- 
led to the charge of your perſon, and of the perſons of your 
Nobles.
